Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith,  the  Fifty-third 
Annual  Report  of  the  Buffalo  City  Police  Department,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1926,  and  the  Eleventh 
Annual  Report  under  the  Commission  Charter. 

Miscellaneous  property  to  the  value  of  $289,412.74  was 
reported  stolen,  of  which,  property  to  the  value  of  $142,- 
682.77,  or  49.3  per  cent.,  was  recovered.  Miscellaneous 
property  to  the  value  of  $11,372.07  was  reported  as  lost,  of 
which  $6,357.39,  or  55.9  per  cent.,  was  found.  In  addition, 
property  to  the  value  of  $64,256.00  was  recovered  on  com- 
plaints from  other  cities.  Property  of  this  class  to  the  value 
of  $1,559.77  was  recovered  on  complaints  made  in  previous 
years. 

Bicycles,  motorcycles  and  horse-drawn  vehicles  to  the 
value  of  $3,001.50  were  stolen,  of  which  $856.00,  or  21.12 
per  cent.,  was  recovered. 

Automobiles  to  the  value  of  $883,500.00  were  stolen, 
of  which,  property  to  the  value  of  $835,500.00,  or  94.56  per- 
cent., was  recovered.  Automobiles  to  the  number  of  2,567 
were  reported  stolen  in  the  city,  of  which  2,364,  or  92  per 
cent.,  were  recovered.  The  total  number  of  automobiles 
reported  stolen  and  not  recovered  was  203.  Automobiles 
to  the  number  of  39.  reported  stolen  prior  to  January  1st, 
1926,  were  recovered.  In  addition  to  the  above,  86  automo- 
biles were  recovered  on  complaints  from  other  cities.  A 
total  number  of  409  automobile  thieves  were  arrested. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  was 
30;310,  an  increase  of  955,  as  compared  with  the  year  1925. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of  The 
Council  my  thanks  for  the  co-operation  that  has  been  ex- 
tended to  the  department  during  the  past  year.

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HOMICIDES 


First  Precinct 

About  11:00  a.  m.,  January  25,  1926,  Mrs.  Julia  Wal- 
ker, 42  years  old,  was  found  dead  in  a  bed-room  at  130 
Niagara  Street.  It  was  evident  that  a  struggle  had  taken 
place.  Her  husband,  Charles  Walker,  47  years  old,  of  the 
same  address,  was  later  arrested  and  confessed  to  killing 
his  wife.  The  killing  took  place  during  a  drunken  brawl. 
The  husband  pleaded  guilty  to  manslaughter  first  degree  and 
was  sentenced  to  seven  years  in  Auburn  Prison. 

About  11:55  p.  m.,  February  28,  1926,  Angelo  Del- 
bosco,  of  58  Dante  Place,  was  shot  in  the  chest  by  Carmelo 
Bellissimo,  of  121  Dante  Place.  The  shooting  followed  an 
argument  between  the  men  in  the  restaurant  conducted  by 
Bellissimo  at  112  Dante  Place.  Bellissimo  escaped  but  later 
surrendered.  He  was  indicted  for  manslaughter  and  ac- 
quitted. 

About  7  :00  A.  M.,  May  30,  1926,  Anthony  Piccilo,  29 
years  old,  of  122  Seventh  Street,  was  found  dead  at  the 
corner  of  Carolina  and  Virginia  Streets.  Frank  DeGoris, 
24  years  old,  5  feet  5  inches,  125  pounds,  of  444  Fargo 
Avenue,  is  wanted  for  this  crime. 

During  the  forenoon  of  June  18, 1926,  the  body  of  Jacob 
Benderson,  45  years  old,  of  970  Lafayette  Avenue,  was 
found  in  the  boiler  room  of  the  American  Lithographing 
Co.,  at  111  East  Swan  Street.  Mr.  Benderson  had  been 
struck  on  the  head  and  killed.  The  body  was  discovered 
by  Edward  Roessler,  28  years  old,  of  68  Herman  Street,  a 
chauffeur  for  the  company,  who  had  called  there  to  inspect 
the  building.  Several  persons  were  arrested  in  connection 
with  this  case  but  all  were  released. 

About  11:55  p.  m.,  July  1,  1926,  Joseph  Cicatello,  a 
tailor  of  83  Dante  Place,  was  shot  and  killed  at  the  corner 
of  Dante  and  State  Streets.  He  had  been  shot  five  times 
in  the  stomach,  and  died  shortly  after  in  the  Emergency 
Hospital.  Five  men  in  a  touring  car  escaped  and  have  not 
been  apprehended. 
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About  9:55  p.  m.,  July  15,  1926,  Peter  Rizzo,  39  years 
old,  of  70  Efner  Street,  was  shot  and  killed  in  front  of  53 
Front  Avenue.  The  person  or  persons  who  committed  this 
crime  have  never  been  apprehended. 

About  1 :50  a.  m.3  August  14,  1926,  Frank  Pilizzi,  28 
years  old,  of  174  Seventh  Street,  was  found  dead  on  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  130  Carolina  Street.  He  had  been  shot 
seven  times  in  the  body  and  head.  Nothing  further  could 
be  learned  regarding  this  crime. 

Second  Precinct 

At  7:50  P.  M.,  May  26,  1926,  Charles  Craig,  colored, 

28  years  old,  fatally  stabbed,  at  the  corner  of  Eagle  and 
Michigan  Avenue,  a  former  sweetheart  by  the  name  of 
Alice  Beauford,  26  years  old,  of  224  East  Eagle  Street.  The 
parties  had  previously  lived  together  and  jealousy  is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  the  motive  for  the  killing.  Craig  has 
not  been  apprehended. 

At  1 :45  p.  m.,  September  28,  1926,  a  baby  was  found 
under  the  viaduct  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Seneca  and 
Hamburg  Streets.  The  baby  died  while  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  the  ambulance,  exposure  being  the  immediate  cause. 
The  parents  proved  to  be  Felix  and  Rose  Centinello,  aged 

29  and  19  years  respectively,  brother  and  sister  living  at 
502  Swan  Street.  Felix  was  indicted  for  murder,  con- 
victed of  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  from  ll/2  years  to 
20  years  in  Auburn  Prison.  The  case  of  his  sister  Rose  is 
pending. 

Third  Precinct 

About  5:25  a.  m.,  July  17,  1926,  David  Karum,  40 
years  old,  proprietor  of  the  Liberty  Lunch,  424  Michigan 
Avenue,  was  shot  and  killed  by  two  negroes  who  had  previ- 
ously ordered  food.  Robbery  was  the  motive.  Julius  Gibbs, 
colored,  was  subsequently  arrested  in  Syracuse  for  this 
crime. 

About  10:15  p.  m.,  September  1,  1926,  William  Mueller, 
33  years  old,  proprietor  of  a  cigar  store,  located  at  60  East 
Huron  Street,  was  shot  and  killed  by  some  unknown  per- 
son. The  shooting  took  place  in  the  store.  Mueller  resided 
at  304  Bryant  Street.  No  one  has  been  apprehended  for 
this  crime. 
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Fourth  Precinct 

About  3:40  p.  m.,  June  4,  1926,  Isaac  Hunter,  negro, 
entered  the  home  of  Sarah  Simmons,  27  years  old,  of  113 
Mortimer  Street,  and  while  there  stabbed  the  Simmons 
woman  with  a  large  knife.  The  woman  died  instantly. 
Hunter  has  not  been  apprehended. 

About  1 :45  p.  m.,  September  19,  1926,  Abe  Spector,  32 
years  old,  of  112  Lutheran  Alley,  was  found  dead  on  the 
floor  of  his  automobile,  which  was  standing  at  the  corner 
of  North  and  Maple  Streets.  He  had  been  dead  about 
twelve  hours  when  found.  It  is  believed  that  he  was  killed 
and  the  car  driven  to  the  point  where  it  was  found.  No  one 
has  been  apprehended  for  this  crime. 

About  1:10  a.  m.,  September  26,  1926,  William  McGar- 
rity,  23  years  old,  of  350  Jefferson  Avenue,  became  engaged 
in  an  argument  with  his  wife,  Eldora,  20  years  old.  McGar- 
rity  pulled  a  gun  and  during  the  scuffle  shot  and  killed  his 
wife.  The  grand  jury  failed  to  indict  him  and  he  was 
charged  with  carrying  concealed  weapons. 

Fifth  Precinct 

About  6:05  a.  nr.,  January  4,  1926,  Carlo  Cardello,  52 
years  old,  of  853  Niagara  Street,  was  shot  and  killed  while 
on  his  way  to  a  delicatessen  store  which  he  conducted  at 
851  Niagara  Street.  The  men  who  committed  this  crime 
escaped  in  an  automobile.  No  motive  could  be  learned.  No 
one  has  been  apprehended  for  this  crime. 

Sixth  Precinct 

On  February  4,  1926,  about  9:30  a.  m.,  Frank  Hines, 
47  years  old,  of  196  Riley  Street,  attempted  to  commit  sui- 
cide by  cutting  his  throat  with  a  butcher  knife.  Mrs.  Sarah 
Hines,  46  years  old,  his  wife,  grappled  with  him  and  at- 
tempted to  take  the  knife  away.  In  the  scuffle  that  fol- 
lowed Sarah  Hines  sustained  a  wound  in  the  breast.  She 
collapsed  and  died.  Frank  Hines  was  charged  with  murder 
first  degree.    The  case  is  pending. 

Ninth  Precinct 

Patrolman  Timothy  J.  Nagel,  41  years  old,  of  2001 
Seneca  Street,  and  attached  to  the  Ninth  Police  Precinct, 
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was  stabbed  by  his  wife,  Margaret,  38  years  old,  in  the 
dining  room  of  their  home  at  1:10  a.  m.,  May  8,  1926.  He 
died  at  the  Emergency  Hospital  at  5 :35  p.  m.,  the  same  day. 
Mrs.  Nagel  was  indicted  for  manslaughter  first  degree,  con- 
victed, and  sentenced  to  from  3  to  5  years  at  Auburn  Prison. 

Tenth  Precinct 

John  A.  Vassalo,  23  years  old,  of  212  Front  Avenue, 
was  shot  at  12:30  a.  m.,  July  20,  1926,  while  standing  in 
front  of  497  Seventh  Street.  He  staggered  to  No.  10  police 
station  where  he  collapsed.  He  was  taken  to  the  Columbus 
Hospital  where  he  died  later  the  same  day.  He  stated  that 
the  shooting  was  done  by  three  men  in  a  large  automobile, 
but  further  than  this  he  would  not  talk.  No  one  has  been 
apprehended  for  this  crime. 

Eleventh  Precinct 

Charles  D.  Odom,  42  years  old,  of  16  West  Sixth  Street, 
Peru,  Indiana,  manager  of  Hagenbeck  Wallace  Circus,  shot 
James  Warren,  colored,  an  employee  of  the  circus,  at  7 :10 
p.  m.,  June  1,  1926,  while  a  carnival  was  in  progress  at 
Bailey  Avenue  and  Broadway.  Warren  died  at  12 :30  p.  m., 
June  2,  1926,  at  the  Emergency  Hospital.  Odom  was  ar- 
rested on  charge  of  murder  but  was  discharged  at  the  hear- 
ing on  the  grounds  that  he  had  shot  in  self-defense. 

Twelfth  Precinct 

John  W.  Williams,  40  years  old,  of  677  Jefferson  Ave- 
nue, came  home  intoxicated  at  9  p.  m.,  August  20,  1926. 
He  became  involved  in  an  argument  with  his  wife,  whom 
he  stabbed  in  the  back  with  a  bread  knife.  The  wife,  Mary, 
expired  shortly  after  in  the  Emergency  Hospital.  Williams 
was  convicted  of  murder  second  degree  and  sentenced  to 
thirteen  years  in  Auburn  Prison. 

Fourteenth  Precinct 

Pauline  Sokolowski,  15  years  old,  of  19  Troupe  Street, 
was  found  dead  in  bed  in  her  room  at  276  Sterling  Avenue, 
where  she  was  employed  as  a  maid  by  Fletcher  J.  Burke, 
at  3:30  p.  m.,  March  29,  1926.  She  had  been  shot  through 
the  body.  Louis  Venneman  was  arrested  for  this  crime, 
convicted  of  murder  second  degree  and  sentenced  to  Auburn 
Prison  for  twenty  years. 
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SURGEON'S  REPORT 


I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Surgeon  of  Police 
for  the  year  ending-  December  31,  1926. 

During  the  year,  nine  members  of  the  department  have 
died,  all  from  natural  causes ;  excepting  Patrolman  Timothy 
J.  Nagel. 

Chief  Policewoman  Katherine  B.  Gunn,  April  17,  1926. 
Patrolman  William  F.  Powers,  April  24,  1926. 
Detective  Sergeant  Andrew  J.  Kenefick,  May  4,  1926. 
Patrolman  Timothy  J.  Nagel,  May  8,  1926. 
Propertp  Clerk  James  W.  Mack,  May  11,  1926. 
Detective  Raymond  Kibler,  June  7,  1926. 
Desk  Lieutenant  Lester  D.  Reynolds,  July  11,  1926. 
Patrolman  Daniel  Goodman,  August  18,  1926. 
Patrolman  Robert  E.  Galvin,  December  6,  1926. 

Retirement  from  active  service  took  place  in  twelve 
instances.  Of  this  number,  ten  were  retired  at  their  own 
request  on  pensions  granted  for  length  of  service  and  two 
from  disability  due  to  illness. 

In  the  service  of  the  Surgeon  of  Police,  among  men  liv- 
ing in  that  portion  of  the  city  north  of  Genesee  Street,  disa- 
bility due  to  all  causes  resulted  in  a  total  loss  of  7,339  days 
of  time.  Of  this,  5,815  days  were  from  illness;  1,136  days 
as  a  result  of  injuries  received  while  on  duty  and  388  days 
from  injuries  while  off  duty.  In  caring  for  these  members 
1,945  visits  were  made  by  the  Surgeon. 

A  recent  inspection  of  all  station  houses  located  in  the 
northerly  section  of  the  city  has  been  made  by  me.  Gener- 
ally, these  station  houses  are  in  good  condition.  Some  show 
lack  of  care  and  cleanliness  from  inefficient  janitor  service. 
The  cell  rooms  have  been  somewhat  improved  but  lack  in 
effective  ventilation. 

I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  practice  of 
the  care  of  prisoners,  where  sick  or  injured  and  in  need 
of  hospital  care,  in  the  various  public  hospitals  of  the  city. 
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When  so  cared  for  in  the  open  wards  of  these  hospitals  it 
has  been  necessary  to  place  a  watch  over  these  prisoners. 
Often  one  prisoner  requires  the  services  of  three  patrol- 
men, on  eight  hour  shifts,  for  the  twenty-four  hours.  This 
has  entailed  great  expense  for  the  care  of  these  prisoners. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend,  with  the  proposed  addition 
to  the  City  Hospital,  that  a  ward  or  wards  be  set  aside, 
properly  constructed  with  facilities  for  detention,  and  for 
the  treatment  of  this  class  of  cases.  Under  these  conditions, 
a  very  small  detail  of  men  would  be  withdrawn  from  street 
duty.

Complying  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing 
the  department,  I  submit  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Sur- 
geon of  the  Department  of  Police,  from  January  1st  to 
December  31,  1926. 

The  total  number  of  days  lost  by  members  of  the  de- 
partment as  the  result  of  illness  and  injury  was  8,190.  Of 
this  total  6,671  days  were  lost  as  the  result  of  illness;  1,125 
days  as  the  result  of  injuries  received  while  on  duty;  and 
394  days  from  injuries  received  while  not  on  duty.  The 
total  visits  made  was  2,061. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  attended  members  not 
on  the  sick  roll,  have  attended  persons  confined  in  the  sta- 
tion houses ;  have  made  examination  and  given  medical  ad- 
vice in  regard  to  cases  of  arrest  having  a  medical  aspect  ; 
have  inspected  station  houses  and  have  kept  records  and 
performed  the  clerical  work  incident  to  the  position.

BICYCLES 

There  are  17  bicycles  in  use  by  the  department,  one 
bicycle  to  each  of  the  16  precincts,  with  the  exceptions  of 
the  Tenth  Precinct,  to  which  two  bicycles  are  assigned. 

GARAGE 

At  No.  1  garage  we  have  a  fully  equipped  repair  shop 
to  which  a  Foreman,  nine  Mechanic  Helpers,  eight  Mechanic 
Assistants  and  six  laborers  are  assigned  to  take  care  of  the 
overhauling  and  repairing  of  automobiles  and  motorcycles, 
and  the  making,  painting  and  repairing  of  all  signs  and 
standards  connected  with  the  traffic  system.  This  repair 
shop  results  in  considerable  saving  of  time  and  money  to 
the  department,  as  it  obviates  the  necessity  of  sending  auto- 
mobiles and  motorcycles  to  private  repair  shops. 

HORSES 

There  are  27  horses  in  the  department,  all  of  which 
are  kept  at  the  Headquarters  Mounted  Barn,  and  used  in 
the  down-town  precincts  for  use  in  mounted  patrol  and 
traffic  work.

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POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM 


Complying  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing 
the  Department,  I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Police 
Signal  System,  Department  of  Police,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1926. 

The  added  work  and  growth  of  this  Bureau  is  increas- 
ing by  leaps  and  bounds,  especially  was  this  noticeable  dur- 
ing the  year  1926,  and  due  to  severe  handicaps  under  which 
this  Department  is  laboring,  it  was  very  difficult  to  meet 
the  increased  demands  made  upon  it. 

During  the  year,  forty-six  new,  center  suspended,  of 
red  and  green,  2  section  type  signals  were  installed. 

Six  American  Bobby  signals  were  replaced  by  the  cen- 
ter suspended  type,  and  three  American  Bobby  signals  were 
discontinued.    One  still  remains  in  service. 

Four  Klug  and  Smith,  concrete  base,  center  pedestal 
type,  were  replaced  by  the  new  center  suspended  type.  Two 
still  remain  in  service. 

Two  Esco  Manufacturing  Company  signals  of  the 
bracket  type  and  one  of  the  concrete,  center  pedestal  type, 
were  replaced  by  the  new  center  suspended  type.  Four 
Esco,  brackt  type,  two  signals  to  intersection,  still  remain 
in  service. 

One  Crouse  Hinds,  concrete  base,  center  pedestal  type 
signal  was  discontinued.  One  Crouse  Hinds,  bracket  type, 
2  signals  to  intersection;  one  bracket  type,  four  signals  to 
intersections ;  one  three  way  bracket  type,  mounted  on  Main 
Street  traffic  signal  tower  still  remain  in  service. 

Of  the  Macknell  signal,  there  are  at  present  18  bracket 
type,  2  signals  to  intersection,  and  one  concrete,  center 
pedestal  type  in  service. 

Eliminating  the  caution  signal  of  the  Main  Street 
traffic  signal  system,  allowing  only  red  and  green,  neces- 
sitated the  installation  of  a  new  traffic  signal  switchboard, 
and  removing,  rewiring  and  replacing  the  signals  to  allow 
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for  an  overlap  of  red  all  around.  While  this  change  was 
being  made  there  was  no  interruption  of  service  whatsoever. 

Twenty-five  traffic  signals  were  damaged  by  auto  trucks 
and  etc.  during  the  year,  requiring  repairs  and  replacement. 

'We  are  also  called  upon  to  maintain  the  following: 
The  old  Patrol  signal  system,  operating  in  eleven  Precincts ; 
Flashlight  signal  system,  operating  in  five  Precincts ;  Morse 
telegraph  and  Fire  alarm  systems  connecting  sixteen  Police 
Precincts  with  Police  Headquarters;  Bank  and  Pawn  shop 
private  signal  system,  connecting  downtown  Banks  with 
Police  Headquarters,  and  the  Detective  Bureau.  And  inter- 
communicating telephone  switchboard  of  seventy  working 
lines,  connecting  with  the  Officials  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, City  Court  and  Police  Precincts  and  patrol  barns. 

Other  new  installations  were  as  follows:  Fourteen 
new  telephones;  five  new  patrol  boxes;  emergency  burglar 
alarm  circuit,  connecting  downtown  Banks  and  Police  Head- 
quarters, Detective  Bureau. 

Moved  and  re-located  eighteen  Pawn  shop  boxes. 

The  installation  of  the  Flashlight  signal  system,  now 
under  construction,  in  the  2d,  4th,  5th,  and  6th  Precincts, 
is  progressing  and  will  be  completed  sometime  late  in  1927. 
When  this  work  is  completed  and  system  placed  in  operation, 
seven  Precincts  will  still  be  operating  the  Gamewell  patrol 
signal  system.  The  Gamewell  patrol  signal  system  has  been 
in  operation  for  37  years,  due  to  the  length  of  service,  the 
equipment  is  completely  worn  out  and  requires  continuous 
attention  to  keep  it  in  working  order.  I  would,  therefore, 
.  recommend  that  the  remaining  seven  Precincts  be  equipped 
with  the  Flashlight  signal  system  at  an  early  date. 

Rewired  and  re-installed  43  Flashlight  s%nal  boxes. 

The  underground  cables  are  in  fair  shape  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  leading  from  Police  Headquarters,  these 
are  badly  congested  and  should  be  replaced  at  once.  In 
most  Precincts  there  are  some  aerial  conductors  that  are  in 
bad  shape  and  need  replacing  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  the  present  time  our  greatest  difficulty  lies  in  the 
fact  that  our  working  force  and  the  facilities  at  our  disposal 
are  inadequate.  We  are  in  urgent  need  of  four  additional 
linemen. 
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The  auto  trucks  of  this  Bureau  have  been  in  operation 
for  four,  five  and  six  years,  respectively,  and  are  practically 
beyond  repair.  This  condition  should  be  remedied  at  once. 
And  in  addition,  one  panel  body  truck  could  be  used  advan- 
tageously and  should  be  purchased  for  this  Bureau  at  once.

REPORT  OF  THE  PISTOL  RANGE  INSTRUCTORS 


The  Police  Pistol  Range  was  established  at  the  Broad- 
way Auditorium  and  opened  February  14,  1926.  Every 
member  of  the  Force  was  ordered  there  once  each  month 
for  practice,  going  to  the  range  after  12:30  p.  m.  Am- 
munition is  furnished  free  for  this  purpose.  Any  member 
of  the  Force  is  permitted  to  go  to  the  range  any  week  day 
before  12:30  p.  m.,  to  practice.  For  this  purpose  he  pur- 
chases his  own  ammunition.  A  great  proportion  of  the  men 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  and  have  thereby 
improved  their  marksmanship. 

At  first  the  men  seemed  a  little  timid  when  firing  their 
revolvers  which  resulted  in  poor  scores  but  they  gained 
confidence  as  they  went  along  and  now  many  of  them  are 
expert  marksmen. 

The  following  chart  gives  the  scores  made  each  month, 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  showing  much  improvement  over 
the  first  part :

Last  February  an  expert  from  the  Colt  Fire  Arms 
Company  came  here  and  gave  the  officers  expert  instruction 
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in  pistol  shooting,  and  in  April  the  expert  from  the  Smith 
&  Wesson  Arms  Company  came  for  the  same  purpose.  Many 
valuable  things  about  the  handling  of  revolvers  and  shoot- 
ing were  learned  from  them. 

From  time  to  time  under  your  direction  the  distance 
and  method  of  shooting  was  changed  with  the  result  that 
the  officers  have  become  quite  proficient  in  the  use  of  their 
revolvers  under  varying  conditions. 

In  slow  fire  (single  action)  the  officers  are  allowed  one 
sighting  shot  which  is  not  counted.  The  five  following 
shots  are  counted  for  their  score. 

During  the  month  of  March  we  had  rapid  fire  (double 
action),  firing  at  silhouettes  placed  ten  feet  away,  firing 
three  shots  with  the  right  hand  and  three  shots  with  the 
left  hand,  all  in  five  seconds.  Almost  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
men  made  perfect  scores. 

The  scores  of  the  officers  are  classified  as  follows : 
Marksman  35-39  out  of  a  possible  50. 

Sharpshooter  40-44  out  of  a  possible  50. 

Expert  45-50  out  of  a  possible  50. 

We  received  a  challenge  from  the  Buffalo  Trap  and 
Field  Club  to  shoot  against  their  pistol  team.  The  chal- 
lenge was  accepted  and  the  match  was  shot  at  their 
grounds,  Genesee  and  Cayuga  Road,  Cheektowaga,  on  the 
evening  of  March  15,  1926.  Our  team  won  by  189  points. 
The  Buffalo  Trap  and  Field  Club  pistol  team  again  chal- 
lenged us  and  the  match  was  shot  at  their  range  on  the 
evening  of  April  16th.  Our  team  won  by  172  points.  On 
the  same  evening,  after  the  match  was  over,  the  Hi-Vel 
pistol  team  challenged  us.  They  were  defeated  by  160  points.

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  over  75,000  rounds  of  ammunition  have  been  fired  at 
the  range  we  have  had  no  accidents  whatever  during  the 
year.  This,  we  believe,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  each  officer 
has  been  carefully  instructed  how  to  handle  his  revolver 
with  safety.

The  above  report  showing  valuation  of  property  re-
